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Applicant argues, on page 7 of the remarks, in substance that: 

"speculative spills and fills [in Lin] occur in response to available bandwidth and not in response to an imminent underflow/overflow 
condition," and 

"The invention of Lin assumes that a register window overflow condition and register window underflow condition will potentially occur 
at some time in the future, thus it does not detect that a register window overflow condition or a register window underflow condition is 
imminent by determining if execution of any fetched instructions will result in one of a register window overflow or register window 
underflow." 

While fully considerd by the examiner, this argument has been found non-persuasive because the purpose of Lin is to speculatively 
perform spills and fills so that mandatory spills and fills can be avoided. Spills and fills are performed as procedures are called and 
returned to. When a new procedure is called by a first procedure, the data in the current register window associated with the first 
procedure should be spilled to make room for data stored by the new procedure. When the new procedure finishes and control is 
returned to the first procedure, the current register window should be spilled of data now associated with the new procedure and filled with 
previously spilled data associated with the old procedure. Lin inherently anticipates that switching of procedures will be performed, and 
therefore, Lin will perform spills and fills ahead of time so that when the switching is performed, time is not wasted performing spills and 
fills at that time. The fact that Lin looks for available bandwidth is irrelevant. This is merely done so that speculative spills and fills are not 
performed at the expense of the currently execufing procedure. The algorithm of Lin is to perform spills and fills whenever possible 
because a different procedure is going to be execufing. Lin's system is built to assume that a procedure switch is imminent (i.e., going to 
happen very soon), and consequently, speculative spills and fills are performed immediately, as long as bandwidth is available. 
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
